(b) from about 0.01% to about 5%. by vreight. of a water soluble, organic, cationic polymer hair 
conditioning agent having a cationic charge density of from about 0.1 meq/gram to about 1.2 
meq/grani and wherein the water soluble, organic, cationic polymer hair conditioning agent has a

4. (original) The shampoo composition of Claim 1, wherein said cationic charge density is from 
about 0.1 meq/gram to about 1.2 meq/gram. 

5. (original) The shampoo composition of Claim 4, wherein the cationic charge density is from 
about 0.3 meq/gram to about 0.8 meq/gram. 

6. (original) The shampoo composition of Claim 1, wherein the water soluble, organic, cationic 
polymer hair conditioning agent is a cationic cellulose polymer hair conditioning agent.

12. (original) The shampoo composition of Claim 1. further comprising a suspending agent. 

13 (currently amended) The shampoo composition of Claim 43.11. whe,.in the silicone hair 
conditioning agent comprises a mixture of polydimethylsiloxanc gum and po.ydimethylsiloxane 
fluid. 

14. (currently .mended) The shampoo composition of Claim « H wherein the silicone hair 
conditioning agent comprises polydimethylsiloxane. 

15. (currently amended) The shampoo composition of Claim 10. comprising from about 0.005% to 
about 59b of the water insoluble hair conditioning agent. 

16 (currently amended) The shampoo composition of Claim 10. wherein the water insoluble hair 
conditioning agent is selected from the group consisting of hydrocarbon oils, fatty esters having at 
least 10 carbon atoms, synthetic esters, silicones, synthedc esters and mixtures thereof. 

17 (original) The shampoo composition of Claim 16. wherein the fatty esters arc selected from the 
group consisting of alkyl and alkenyl esters of fatty acids, alkyl and alkenyl esters of fatty 
alcohols, polyhydric alcohol esters, dicarboxylic acid esters, tricarboxylic acid esters, and mono-, 
dl-. and tri-glycerides, and mixtures thereof. 

18 (original) The shampoo composition of Claim 1. wherein the cationic polymer hair condidoning 
agent is selected from the group consisting of cationic cellulose, cationic starch, cationic guar. 
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dialMannnclkyl acrylate. di^kylaminoaUcyl methacrylate, monoalkyUnunoalkyl acrylate 
monoaUcylaminoalkyl mctbarcylate, trialkyl n^thacryloxyalkyl ammonium salt, ir alky 
acryloxyalkyl ammonium salt, diaUyl quaternary ammonium salts, pyridinium, imidazohum. 
quatemized pyixoUdone and mixtures thereof. 

19 (original) The shampoo composition of Claim 18, wherein the cationic polym.r hair conditioning 
agent is selected from the group consisting of cationic ceUulose. cationic starch, catiomc guar, 
copolymer; of l-viny^2-pyrrolidone and l^vinyl-3-methyl iirndazoUum salt, copolymers of 
acrylamide and dimethyl diallylarmnonium salt, copolymers of l-vinyl-2-pyrroUdone and d. 
methylaminoethyl methacrylate, and mixtures thereof. 

20 (original) The shampoo composition of Claim 19, wherein the catiomc polymer is selected from 
the group consisting of cationic cellulose, cationic starch, cationic guar and mixtures thereof. 

21 (original) The shampoo composition of Qaim 1, wherein the cationic polymer conditioning agent 
is a cationic polysaccharide polymer having a cationic charge density of from about 0.1 meq/gram 
to about 1.2 meq/gram and wherein the cationic polysaccharide has a molecular weight greater 
than about 600.000. 

22. (currently amended) The shampoo composition of Claim 21 further comprising ar* wMBt 
insoluble hair conditioning agent. 

23. (currendy amended) A hair conditioning shampoo composition comprising: 

(a) from about 5% to about 50%, by weight, of a surfactant component selected from the group 
consisting of anionic surfactants, amphoteric surfactants, or a combination of anionic and 
amphoteric or zwiuerionic surfactants where the amphoteric surfactants are anionic or 
zwitterionic at the pH of the composition; 

(b) from about 0.01% to about 5%. by weight, of a water soluble, organic, cationic cellulose 
polymer hair conditioning agent having a cationic charge density of from about 0.3 meq/gram to 
about 0.8 meq/gram and wherein the water soluble, organic, cationic cellulose polymer hair 
conditioning agent has a molecular weight from about 800,000 to about 2 million; 

(c) aft water insoluble hair conditioning agem wherein tiie insoluble hair conditioning agent 
is silicone; 

(d) a suspending agent; and 

(e) an aqueous carrier;

24 (original) The shainpoo composition of aaim 1 wherein the surfactant is selected from the group 
consisting of a combination of anionic and amphoteric surfactants, a combination of anionic and 
zwittcrionic surfactants, aixd mixtures thereof. 

25. (original) The shampoo composition of Claim 12 wherein the suspending agent is ethylene glycol 

distearate. 

26. (Original) The shampoo composition of Claim 1. which further comprises an anti-dandruff agent. 

27 (currently amended) The shampoo composition of Claim 34-26, wherein the anti-dandruff agent 
is selected from the group consisting of pyridinethione salts, selenium sulfide, particulate sulftir, 

J<etoconazole and mixtures thereof, 

28. (withdrawn) A method for shampooing hair, the method comprising applying to hair an effective 
amount of the shampoo composition of Claim 1 for cleaning and conditioning the hair and then 
rinsing the shampoo composition from the hair. 

29. (withdrawn) A method for shampooing hair, the method comprising applying to hair an effcctiv 
amount of the shampoo composition of Claim 10 for cleaning and conditioning the hair and then 
rinsing the composition from the hair. 

30. (withdrawn) A method for shampooing hair, the method comprising applying to hair an 
effective amount of the shampoo composition of Claim 21 for cleaning and conditioning the hair 
and then rinsing the composition from the hair. 

31. (withdrawn) A method for shampooing hair, the method comprising applying to hair an effective 
amount of the shampoo composition of Claim 22 for cleaning and conditioning the hair and then 
rinsing the composition from the hair. 

32. (wididrawn) A system use of the shampoo composition according to Claim 1 and a conditioner 
composition wherein the conditioner composition comprises: 

(a) from about 0. 1% to about 5-0% by weight, of a raonoalkyl trimethyl ammonium salt; and 

(b) from about 1% to about 15%, by weight, of a fatty alcohol- 
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33 (>vithdrawn) The system use accordmg to Claim 32 wherei. the monoalkyl trimethyl ammonium 
salt is a monoalkyl trimethyl ammonium chloride having an alkyl group of from 12 to 30 carbon 

atoms. 

34. (^vithdrawn) The system use according to Claim 33 wherein the monoalkyl trimethyl ammonium 
chloride is behenyl trimethyl ammonium chloride. 

35. (withdrawn) The system use according to Qaim 32 wherein the fatty alcohol has an alkyl group 
having from 12 to 30 carbon atoms. 

36. (withdrawn) The system use according to Qaim 35 wherein the fatty alcohol has a melting point 
of higher than 30°C. 

37. (withdrawn) The system use according to Claim 36 wherein the fatty alcohol is selected from the 
group consisUng of ceiyi alcohol, stcaryl alcohol and mixtures thereof. 

38 (New) The shampoo composition of Claun 6 wherein the cationic cellulose polymer hair 
conditioning agent has a cationic charge density of about 0 7 moq/gram and wherein catiomc 
cellulose polymer hair conditioning agent has a molecular weight of about 1.250,000. 
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
